The plight of the farmers in the barley- 
growing districts was discussed’ at, great 
length. There is a poor démand for 
barley, and consequently many farmers 
cannot meet their liabilities, 

It was resolved to ask the members to 
push the sale of barley meal for stock 
feeding, and to request the Government 
to make such arrangements with. the 
maltsters as will enable the farmers to 
have their barley stored for either malting 
or feeding purposes, and to provide credit 
facilities which will assist the maltsters to 
advance a moiety of the value to the 
growers of the barley. ail

LOW PRICES AND POOR 
DEMAND. 


Mr. M. R. Heffernan, T.D., in opening the. 
discussion on the barley position, stated that 
there was a large area under barley which 
was, generally speaking, of good nes 
suitable for malting. This barley could 
hardly be sold, the prices prev being 
from 14s. to 16s. ‘The maltsters: had no 
‘netructions to buy. Many farmers had no 
instru Se, 
storage accommodation, and barley stored in 
sacks was liable to heat. Growers, therefore, 
had to get rid of their barley this year, They 
regarded barley as a cash crop and locked to 
i to supply the means for paying their debts, 
annuities, taxes and other things: ““ ~’ 

A deputation had ‘waited on President 
Cosgrave and the Minister for Agriculture and 
put before them a number of. suggeptions. 
One was that the Government shoulil. ask 
maltsters to take barley at a fixed price: 
Another was that brewers should be asked to 
guarantee the purchase from maltsters of all 
the barley that they could buy. A’ suggestion 
was also made that the Government should 
make arrangements with maltsters whereby 
they would take over barley, grade it, and 
make advances to the growers. It was further 
suggested that the Government should. bear 
all the incidental expenses, and that the | 
farmer should get the market walue of his 
barley either for feeding or malting purposes. 

No definite result accrued, but the Minister 
for Agriculture promised the deputation that 
he would see if anything could be dóne “in 
connection with the maltsters: Since then no 
communication had been received from the 
Minister. 

Mr. J. Conlon, T.D. (Co. Kildare), said. 
that at no time in living memory had farmers 
in the barley growing districts been faced 
with so serious a problem. How were 4, 
discharge their obligations?. Maltsters had 
been compelled to stop buying barley. 

The Minister for Agriculture had saggeyted 
feeding stock instead of selling the barley* for 
malting, but how were the people dependent 
on barley for cash to buy stock? In pre-war 
days he had found it more advantageous to 
sell barley and buy cake. we 

CLOSED DISTILLERIES. | 

Another blow to barley growers was the 
closing down of distilleries: Only three of 
these were working at pesos and this 
deprived barley growers of a market, 
the demand was negligible, What they re- 
quired was some means of rélief for those 
people by enabling them to realise a propor- 
tion of their crop. He appealed to all mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee to help in 
this matter. 

Mr. E. A. Hackett (Offaly) said that. barley 
was as good as pollard for pig feeding. ~ He 
suggested that they should appoint a deputa- 
tion to wait on Mr, Hogan again and impress 
on him the need for Government aid. cal 
maltsters. he believed, were willing to carry 
out the plan outlined by barley growers. — . 
__Mr. C. O'Neill (Tipperary) suggested that 
the Government be asked to make loans at a 
low rate of interest to those who wished to 
buy pigs. The expenditure would be only 
for one year, and would help to put these 
men on their feet again. 

_ Mr. M. Doyle, T.D. (Wexford) stated that, 
in 1919,, his county grew 10,000 acres 
barley more than any county in Ireland. Wh 
could they not obtain loans to buy stock! 
There were other problems as bad as barley. 
The man who was grazing store cattle was 
Just-as badly off. if he had to sell medium 
stores 16 was a poor market. 

THREE CAUSES. . | 

Mr. W. H. Cobbe (Offaly) said that it was 
deplorable to see the number of people who 
were willing to sell their barley at any price. 
the causes of the low price of barley were 
three, two of which were purely economic. 
Barley production all over the world was 
greater than the demand. The second cause 
was local. The carry-over of maltsters from 
last year was enormous, amounting to over 
16,000 barrels. The third cause was the 
heavy duties imposed by the Government on 
the brewing and distilling industries. , 

So far as he could see the Government was 
Prohibitionist. They knew that. the country 
would not back them on Prohibition, but, they 
‘ried to attain their object by imposing heavy 
duties. A remedy would be. effected by re- 
ducing the amount of the present excessive 
cuties. There was a big quantity of barl 
on the hands of farmers who wanted to sell. 
This country imported 700,000 .tons of maize, 
for which it paid cash to countries from which 
it gets nothing in return, It was his ex- 
perience that barley was as good as maize for 
eeding. 

There were, Mr. Cobbe, ‘went’ on, 18 
counties that did not grow barley, but used 
maze. Would it: be possible to have: the 
barley available conveyed to these counties at 
8 price that would pay farmers, and at. the 
‘ame time compete with the imported food? 
By this means they. would be able to capture 
the market now held by the maize people. 

BARLEY-FED PIGS.

premises, injuring the premises, injuring or 
killing the plaintiffs’ fowl, and otherwise 
damaging the premises. Jt was further alleged 
that the plaintifis had been put in serious 
bodily peril and danger to their lives, and 
had suffered in health, and that their premises 
and furniture had been greatly injured. 

In his defence, the defendant stated that 
the Commissioners /of Public Works, whose 
property the quarry was, sold him the stone, 
to be taken from the quarry and used for the 
re-surfacing of the Dublin-Howth and other 
Dublin roads; and there was no other quarry 
capable of supplying such stone nearer Dublin 
than fifteen miles. In “February last two large 
explosives were used in the blasting opera- 
tions by the defendant’s workmen in the de- 
fendaht’s absgnce, when pieces of stone were 
thrown an abnormal distance, and might have 
dropped on or near the plaintiffs’ premises. 
Shortly afterwards the defendant offered to 
make reparation to the plaintiffs for any 
damage caused. Since then the defendant 
had personally superintended the blasting 
operations, and would continue to do so. - 

An interlocutory injunction had alreadv 
been granted, and a good deal of evidence 
was now given on both sides. 

It was stated on behalf of the defendant 
that. the hole where the blasting operations 
took place was now deepened and the charge 
reduced, and that every precaution was taken 
against the occurrence of any dangerous 
results from cperations in the quarry. Civic 
Guards were present and due warning was 
given.
